Regions of South Australia 


In original terms, the estimated number of employed 
persons in the Adelaide Statistical Division in May 1994 
was 472,200, (compared with 464,000 In May 1993). 
Within the Balance of South Australia, there were 
165,34! employed persons (173,900 in May 1993). 


Within the Adelaide Statistical Division in May 1994, 
Western Adelaide recorded the highest unemployment 
rate of 13,0 per cent, followed by Northern Adelaide 
(11.6 per cent) and Seuthern Adclaide (£0.2 per cent). 
Eastern Adelaide recorded the lowest unemployment 
rate of 9.2 per cent. 


Within the Adelaide Statistical Division in May 1994, 
Northern Adelaide recorded the highest participation 
rate of 63.9 per cent and Western Adelaide the lowest, 
with 56,8 per cent,

The scasonally adjusted estimate of the number of 
employed persons in May 1994 was 637,700 (637,600 in 
May 1993}. The estimate of the number of cmployed

The number of employed females currently stands at 
274,000 (270,800 in May 1993). 


In seasonally adjusted terms, the number of unem- 
ployed persons in May 1994 was 75,700 (75,500 in May 
1943), 


The seasonally adjusted unemployment rates were 10.6 
per cent for all persons, 10.9 per cent for males and 10.3 
per cent for females. 


Full-time and part-time employment 


In original terms, there were 465,600 persons employed 
full-time and 172,400 employed part-time in May 1994. 


The number of males and females employed full-time 
has not changed significantly over the past twelve 
months, currently standing at 324,400 and 141,300 re- 
spectively, For the same period, there has been little 
change in part-time employment for males, (39,400 in 
May 1994), while female part-time employment has 
increased to 133,000 (127,100 im May 1993).

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


This publication contains estimates of the civilian 
labour force derived from the labour force survey part of the 
monthly population survey, including estimates for regions of 
South Australia. 


2. Preliminary survey results are published in advance 
of this more detailed publication in The Labour Force, Austra- 
fia, Preliminary (6202 0}. 


3, Although emphasis in the population survey is placed 
on the regular collection of data on demographic and labour 
force characteristics of the population, supplementary and 
special surveys of particular aspects of the labour force or of 
other subjects are camed out from time to time. Statistics from 
these surveys are published and are available on request. For 
a list of publications on labour force and related topics, refer 
to paragraph 35 of these Notes. 


The population survey 


4. The population survey is based on a multi-stage arca 
sample of private dwellings (about 4,200 houses, flats, etc.) 
and a list sample of non—pnvate dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.), and covers about seven—tenths of one per cent of the 
population of South Australia. The information is obtained 
from the occupants of selected dwellings by carefully chosen 
and specially trained interviewers. The mterviews are gener- 
ally conducted during the two weeks beginning on the Monday 
between the 6th and 12th of each month. The information 
obtained relaies to the week before the interview (i.e. the 
reference week). 


Scope 
2S The labour force survey includes all persons aged 15 
and over except: 

(a} members of the permanent defence forces; 

(b) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas povern- 
ments, cusiomarily excluded from census and esti- 
mated populations: 

(c) overseas residents in Australia; and 

(d} members of non—Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia. 

Coverage 
6. In the labour force survey, coverage rules are applied 


which aim to ensure that each person is associated with only 
one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of selection. The 
coverage rules are, necessarily, a balance between theoretical 
and operational considerations. Nevertheless, ihe chance of a 
person being enumerated at two separate dwellings in the one 
survey 1s considered to be negligible. 


ri Persons who are away from their usual residence for 
six wecks or less at the tume of interview are enumerated at 
their usual residence (relevant information may be obtained 
from other usual residents present at the time of the survey). 


Regions of South Australia 


8. The regions used in this publication are standard ABS 
Staistical Regions {see maps) and do not necessarily correspond 
with regions adopted by other government authonties. 


Population benchmarks 


9. Labour force survey estimates of persons employed, 
unemployed and not in the labour force are calculated in such 
a way as to add up to the independently estimated distnbutron 
cf the population aged 15 and over by age and sex. This 
procedure compensates for undercnumemtion in the survey, 
and leads to more rchiable estimates. The independent popula- 
tion statislics (benchmarks) are the latest available estimates 
at the time the labour force survey is conducted. but they 
usually differ from the official populaiion estimates sub- 
sequently published in dustralian Demographic Statistics 
(3101.0) because they are necessarily denved from incomplete 
information about population changes. 


10. Regular estimates of the population at the regional 
level are not available, and so benchmarks for the Adelaide 
Statistical Division and the Balance of South Australia have 
been used to produce regional estimates. For this reason, 
estimates of the civilian population aged 15 years and over are 
not made available at the regional level. 


Revision of serics 


L1. surycy estimates are net revised for the usually sinall 
amendments of population benchmarks arising from new data 
on deaths and overseas and intemal migration. Revisions are 
made, however, after each Census of Population and Housing. 
and whcn population estimation bases are reviewed. These 
revisions affect orginal, seasonally adjusted and trend csti- 
mates. From February 1994, Labour Force Survey estimates 
are based on population estimates oblained from the 199] 
Census of Population and Housing. Small revisions have becn 
inade to many of the historical estimates from January (989 to 
January 1994, 


£2. Population benchmarks used in the ¢stimation of 
Labour Force Survey dala are compiled according 10 place of 
usual residence. For an explanation of the conceptual basis of 
population estimates, sce daformation Paper: Poputation 
Astimates: An Outline af The New Conceptual Basis of ABS 
Population Estimates (3216.0). Poor to October 1992. labour 
force estimates were based on a combination of place of 
enumeration and place of usual residence. 


13. National surveys were conducted in Febmary, May. 
August and November each year from 1964 to February 1978. 
The survey has been conducted on a monthly basis since 
February 1978. 


14. The questionnaire used in the survey for the collection 
of labour force data has been revised from time to time, the 
latest occasion being forthe April 1986 survey. Details of these 
changes have been published in information Paper: Ouestion- 
naires Used in the Labour Force Survey (6232.0) in March 
1978, December 1981, August 1984, June 1986, June 199] and 
March 1993. 


15. in Apnl 1986, the questionnaire was revised follow- 
ing the extension of the definition of employed persons to 
include persons who worked without pay between 1 and 14 
hours per week in a family business or on a farm (7.2. unpaid 
family helpers}. This definition aligned the Australian labour 
force concepts with the set of definitions adopted by the 13th 
international Conference of Labour Statisticians in October 
1982. 


1G. Preytously, unpaid family helpers who worked | to 14 
hours, or who had suchajob but were not at work, were defined 
as either unemployed or not in the tabour force, depending on 
whether they were actively looking for work. 


Comparability of series 


17, As noted in paragraph 11, estimates from January 
1989 have been revised to conform to revised population 
cslimates following the 1991 Census of Population and Hous- 
ing, and are thus not stactly comparable with estimatcs for 
periods prior lo January 1989 which have not been revised. An 
examination of the revised estimates showed thal the cffects 
on Labour Force Survey cstimates for the period before Janu- 
ary 1989 were inconsequential, and that no meaningful pur- 
pose ee be served by publishing revised estimates for that 
period. 


18. Comparability with estimates produced from the 
quarterly survey of cployment and earnings ts affecied by the 
use of a different survey methodology and definitions. The 
labour force survey provides estimatcs of people in sobs 
whereas the survey of employment and earnings provides an 
estimate of the numberof jobs held by wage and salary carners. 
A more detailed description of the differences between these 


two senes is provided in /nformation Paper: Coniparison of 


faaployment Estimates from the Labour Farce Survey and the 
Survey of Emplovment and Earnings (6263.0). 


Survey sumple redesign 


19. Following each Population Census, the ABS redes- 
igns and resclects the labour force surycy to take into account 
the new information which is obtained from the Census. The 
sample used in the iabour force survey from September 1987 
to August 1992, which was designed and selected using pre- 
linunary data from the 1986 Census, has been updated and 
reselected using information collected inthe 199] Census. The 
new sample was phased in over the period September [992 to 
December 1992. 


20), For the most part, one quarter ef the new sample was 
introduced each month so that. by December 1992. the entire 
new sample was in place. Replacement occurred generally at 
the rotation group level with two groups being substituted each 
month. Such a pattern of implementation means that any 
changes 1o labour force estimates due to differences between 
the two samples. or any other influences, are spread over the 
four months rather than being concentrated in one inter~month 
perod. 


21. This phasc—in scheme applied 10 the private dwelling 
sample in urban areas. The new sample for non-private dwell- 
ings and for pnvate dwellings in rural arcas was introduced in 
a single stave in November 1992. 


22. The sampling fractions for each State/Territory differ 
and are such that the resultant sample yields reliable estimates 
of the main jabour force aggregates for cach State and Terri- 
tory. The sampling fractions for the new sample together with 
the sampling fractions determined from the 1986 Census are:

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Reliability of the estimates 


23. Estimates in this publication are subject to lwo 
sources of error: 

(a) sampling error: since the estimates arc based on 
information cbtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings. they, and the movements derived from 
them, may differ from the figures that would have 
been produced if all dwellings had been mecluded in 
the survey. As noted in paragraph IL, the use of 
benclimarks in the compilation of regional estimates 
has not been possible. For this reason users should 
note that regional estimates may be more volatile than 
corresponding State estimates and therefore icy 
should not be regarded as reliable indicators of short- 
tert (monthiy} movements. More information on 
sampling error is given in the Technical Notes: and 


non-sanipling error; Maccuracies may OCcUT because 
of iniperfections in reponing by respondents and 
interviewers and errors made in ithe coding and proc- 
essing of data. These inaccuracies may occur in any 
cmumeration, whether it be a full count or a sample. 
Every clfortis nade to reduce the non-sampling error 
lo a iniiumum by careful design of questionnaires. 
intensive training and supervision of interviewers and 
cfficient operating procedures. 


(b) 


Differences between population census and population 
survey estiniatcs 


24, The results of the 199! Census of Population and 
Housing show that labour force figures derived from the cen- 
sus differ fram cstimates derived from the labour force sur- 
veys. 


25. The broad concepts underlying the measures of the 
labour force and its components, employ ment and uncmploy- 
ment, are sittlar in the census and the survey. However there 
are considerable differences in both the collection methodul- 
ogy adopted (including the detailed questions asked} and e¢sti- 
mation procedures. Factors contributing to differences im 
estimates include: underenumeration in the population census 
for which census labour force estimates have not becn 
adjusted; the use in the labour force survey of population 
benclunarks derived [roi inconiplete information about popu- 
lation change (see paragraph 9); the inclusion of permanent 
defence forces in census estimates; the personal interview 
approach adopted in the survey as opposed to scl{-cnumicratron 
of census schedules, differing questions used to determine 
labour force characteristics (particularly the identification of 
unemployed persons); and diffennng methods of adjustinent for 
non-response to the survey or census. 


26, The labour force survey provides detailed and up-to- 
date cstimates of employ ment and unemployment for Austra- 
lia, States and Statistical Regions, whereas the census of 
population and housing provides counts for small areas but in 
less detail than 1s available from the survey. 


27. The above considerations should be borne in mind if 
comparisons are made between population census and labour 
force survey estimates. 


Seasonal adjustment 
28. Seasonally adjusted series are published in Table 2, 


seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated 
effects of normal seasonal variation {rom the series so that the 


effects of other influences on the series can be recognised more 
clearly. Seasonal adjustment does not remove the irregular or 
nor-seasonal influences which may be present in any particu- 
lar month, This means that month+to—menth movements of the 
seasonally adjusted estimates may not be reliable indicators of 
trend behaviour. For example, iregular factors uurelated to the 
trend account for more than half the seasonally adjusted move- 
ment with the following frequency: 


Employ ment: 5 in 10 monthly movements 


Unemploy ment: 7 in 10 monthly movements 
Unemployment rate: 7 in 10 monthly movements 
Participation rate: 9 in 16 monthly movements 


29, The seasonal factors for all seasonally adjusted series 
are reviewed aniuaily to take account of each additional year’s 
original data. The Eatest review, in February 1994. revised the 
Australian and State seasonally adjusted and trend monthly 
seres back to February 1978. Information about the method of 
adjustment and revised seasonally adjusted and trend estimates 
for all months since January 1989 for Australia and the States 
are published in the Appendix of The Labour Force, Austratia, 
February 1994 (6203.0) 


Trend estimation 


30, Sincothing seasonally adjusted series produces a 
measure of trend by reducing the impact of the inegular 
component of the serics. The trend estimates are derived by 
applying a J] 3-term Henderson—weighted moving averaye to 
the respective scasonally adjusted series. These trend series are 
used to analyse the underlying behaviour of the series over 
time. Table 2 shows trend estimates for the past 15 months, 
while the Appendix to the Febmary 1993 issuc shows esti- 
mates back to January 1981. Trend series graphs are shown on 
page 5. 


31, Whule this smoothing technique enables estimates to 
be produced which include the latest month, it docs result in 
revisions to the most recent months as additional observations 
become available. Gencrally. subsequent revisions become 
smaller and, aficr 3 months, have a negligible impact on the 
scrics. There will also be revisions as a result of the annual 
review of seasonal factors mentioned in paragraph 29. 


a2. Users may wish to refer to the ABS Information

Month—-teo—-month movements 


33, Care should be taken in the interpretation of month— 
to-month movements in these estimates. Survey estimates arc 
subject to sampling and non-sampling variability as explained 
in paragraph 23. Trend estimates are expected to be relatively 
unaffected by these changes. 


scemblogarithmic graphs 


34. A number of the praphs on page 5 have been drawn 
using logarithmic vertical scales to facilitate comparisons of 
rates of growth in series of differing magnitude, Equal dis- 
tances on the vertical scales (over equal time periods) indicate 
equal rates of growth for those graphs.

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TECHNICAL NOTES 


A new sample was phased in over the period Septem- 
ber to December 1992. For information about the sample 
design see paragraphs 19 to 22 of the Explanatory Notes of 
this publication or /nformation Paper — Labour Force Survey 
Sample Desien (6269.0). 


Estimation procedure 


2. The labourforce estimates are derived from the popu- 
lation survey by use of a complex ratio estumation procedure, 
which ensures that the survey cstimaics conform to an inde- 
pendently estimated distribution of the population by age and 
sex, rather than to the age and sex distribution within the 
sainple itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


4. Two types of error are possible in an estimate based 
ona sample survey: sampling crror and non-sampling error. 
For an explanation of non-sampling crror see paragraph 13 of 
these technical notes. The sampling error is a measure of the 
variability thal occurs by chance because a sample, rather than 
the entire population, is surveyed. Since the estimates in this 
publication are based on information cbtained from occupants 
of a sample of dwellings, they, and the movements derived 
from them, are subject to sampling variability; thatis, they may 
differ from the estimates that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the surveys. One measure of 
the likely difference is given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent 10 which an estimate might have vaned by 
chance because only a sample of dwellings was included. 
There are about two chances in three that a sample estimate 
will differ by less than one standard error from the estimate 
that would have been obtained if all dwellings had been 
included, and about nineteen chances in twenty that the differ- 
ence will be less than two standard errors. Another measure of 
sampling vanability is the relative standard error which ts 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage of 
the estimate to which it refers. The relative standard error ts 
a useful measure in thal it provides an immediate indication of 
the percentage errors likely to have occurred due to sampling, 
and thus avoids the need to refer also to the size of the estimate. 


4. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication. Standard 
errors of estimates denved from the survey. and of monthly 
movements between surveys can be determined by using the 
table on page 39. 


», The size of the standard error increases with the level 
of the estimate. so that the larger the estimate the larger is the 
Standard crror. However, it should be noted that the larger the 
sample estimate the smaller will be the standard enor in 
percentage terms. Thus, larger sample estimates will be rela- 
lively more rehable than smaller estimates. 


G, As the standard errors in the following table show. 
the smatler the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are subject to such ligh standard 
errors {relative to the size of the estimate) as lo detract scn- 
ously from their value for most reasonable uses. In the tables 
inthis publication, only estimates with relative standard errors 
of 25 percent or less, and percentages based on such estimates. 
are considered sufficiently reliable for most purposes. How- 
ever, estimates and percentages with larger relative standard 
emors have been included and are preceded by an asicrisk 
(e.g. *1.5) to indicate they are subject to high standard errors 
and should be used with caution. 


£. The movement in the level of an estimate is also 
subject to sampling vanability. The standard error of the 
niovement depends on the levels of the estimates from which 
the movement is obtained rather than the size of the movement, 
An indication of the magnitude of standard errors of monthly 
movements 1s also given in the following table. The estimates 
of standard error of monthly movements apply only to esti- 
mates of movements between two consecutive months. Move- 
incenis between corresponding months of consecutive quarters 
(quarterly movements), corresponding months of consecutive 
years (anintal movements) and other non—conseculive months, 
will generally be subject to somewhat greater sampling yan- 
ability than is mdicated in the table. Standard errors of guar- 
fer/v movements can be obtained by multiplying the figures in 
column | of the following table by 1.21. Standard crrors of all 
annual movements can be obtained by multiplying the figures 
incolumn | of the following table by 1.3. When using the table 
to calculate standard crrors of movements, refer to the larger 
of the two estimaics from which the movement is denved. 


g. Examples of the calculation and use of standard er- 
rors are given bclow: 
(a) Fromcolumn | of the following table it will be secn 


that an eslimate of 150,000 persons in South Australia 
has a standard error of about 3.400. Thereforc. there 
arc about two chances in three that ihe number that 
would have been obtained if all dwellings had been 
included in the survey would have been within the 
range 146.600 to 153.400 and about nincicen chances 
in twenty that it would have been within the range 
143,200 to 156,800.

(b) Suppose that in the previous month the equivalent 
estimate was 140.000 persons (7.¢. there was an in- 
crease of 10,000 persons since (he previous month). 


Column 3 in the following table relates the standard 
error of the monthly movement to the larger of the 
two cstimates from which the movement ts denved, 
In this case, the larger of the two estimates from 
which the movement is derived is 150.000 and from 
coluinn 3 it will be seen that the standard error of the 
monthly movement is about 2.300, Therefore, there 
are about two chances in three that if all dwellings 
had been included in the surveys the movement 
would have becn within the range +7,700 to +12,300 
and about nineteen chances in twenty that it would 
have been within the range +5,400 to +14.600.

9. The relative standard errors of estimates of average 
hours worked, average duration of unemployment and median 
duration of unemployment are oblained by first finding thc 
relative standard error of the estimates of the total number of 
persons contributing to the estimate (see columm 2 in the 
following table} and then inultiplying the figure so oblained 
by the following relevant factors: 


Average hours worked: 0.7 
Average duration of unemployment: 1.3 
Median duration of unemployment: 2.0 


10. An example of the calculation of standard errors by 
the use of these factors ts as follows:

12, Siandard errors contained in the following table are 
dcesigticd to provide an average standard crror applicable for 
all monthly labour force survey estimates. Analysis of the 
standard crrors for South Australia applicable to particular 
sumcy estimates has shown that the slandard crrors of esti- 
nates of employment are generally cquivalent to those shown 
in the fotlowing table, while standard crrors for unemployment 
and not in the labour force are approximately 3 per ceni and 
1] per cent respectively higher than those shown in the table. 
Standard errors of cstimates of persons bor in Australia are 
approximaicly the sanic as those shown in the table. For 
ageregale estimates of persons bom outside Australia the 
Standard errors are about 14 per cent higher. The standard 
errors vary for indivtdual countnes of birth, but are on avenge 
about 7 per cent higher. 


13. The imprecision due to sampling variability. which 
is measured by the slandard error. should net be confused with 
inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections in re- 
poring by respondents, errors made in colicctton such as m 
recording and coding data, and errors made in processing the 
data. Inaccuracies of this kind are referred to as the wow sam- 
pling errer and they may occur in any cnumeration. whether 
it be a full count or a sample. [tis not possible to quantify 
nonsainpling error bul every cffort is made to reduce it to a 
miuumuim by careful design of questionnaires. iwensive truin- 
ing und supervision of intervicwers and cfTictent operating 
procedures.

Actively looking for work: Includes writing, telephoning or 
applying in person io an employer for work: answering a 
newspaper advertisement for a job; checking factory or Com- 
monwealth Employment Service noticeboards: being regis- 
tered wilh the Commonwealth Employ ment Service, checking 
OF Tevistering with any other employ inent agency. advertising 
or tendering for work; and contacting friends or relatives. 


Aggregate hours worked: The total number of hours a group 
of cinployed persons has actually worked during the reference 
weck, not necessarily hours paid for. 


Average hours worked: Aggregate hours worked by a group 
divided by the number of persons in that group. 


slverage duration ef unemployment: For a group of uncm— 
ployed persons, the agerceatc duration of unemployment di- 
vided by the number of persons in the group. 


Duration of unentplovment, The period from the time a person 
began looking for work or was stood down, to the end of the 
reference week. Thus, the survey measures current (and 
conlinutiug) penods of uncmployment rather than completed 
spells. For persons who may have begun looking for work 
wlule stall employed, the duration of unemployment is defined 
as the period from the time the person last worked full-time 
for two weeks or more to the end of the reference week. 


mploved: Persons aged 15 years and over who, dunng the 
refercnee week: 


(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, profit, commis- 
sion or payment in kind in a job or business, or ona 
farm (comprising employees, employers and sel{— 
employed persons); or 


worked for one hour or more without pay in a family 
business or on a farm (i.¢. unpaid family helpers). or 


were employecs who had a job but were not at work 
and were: on patd leave, on leave without pav for less 
than four weeks up to the end of ihe reference week: 
stood down without pay because of bad weather or 
plant breakdown at their place of employ ment for less 
than four weeks up to the end of the reference week;

full tinte workers: Employed persons who usually work 35 
hours or more a weck (in all jobs) and others who, although 
usually working less than 35 hours a week, worked 35 hours 
or more during the reference week. 


industry: Classified according to the Austrafian Standard In- 
dustrial Classification (ASIC) [983 (1201.0 and 1202.0). 


Labour force: For any group, persons who were employed or 
unemployed, as defined. 


Labour force status: A classification of the civilian population 
aged 15 years and over into employed. unemployed or not in 
the labour force, as defined. The definitions conform closcly 
to the international standard definitions adopted by the Intcr- 
national Conferences of Labour Siatisticians. 


Marital status: Persons arc classified as marricd (husband and 
wife) Wf ihey are reported as being married (including de facto} 
and (heir spouse was a usual resident of the household at the 
tume of the survey. The not-married category comprises per- 
sons svho have never marned. or arc separated, widowed or 
divorced. as well as those who, although reported as being 
mamied, did not have a spouse who usually lived in the 
household. 


Median duration of unemplovment: The duration which di- 
vides unctuployed persons into two equal groups. one com- 
prising persons whose duration of unemployment is above the 
median, and the other, persons whose duration is below it. 


Notin the labour force: Persons who were not inthe categorics 
cinployed or unemployed. as defined. They include persons 
who were keeping house (unpaid), retired, voluntarily inac- 
tive, permanently unable to work, persons in institutions (hos- 
pitals. gaols, sanatoriums. cic.) trainee teachers, members of 
contemplative religious orders, and persons whose only activ- 
ity dunng the reference week was jury service or unpaid 
voluntary work fora charitable organisation. 


Occupation: Classified according to the Australian Standard 
Classification of Occupations (ASCO) #986 (1222.0). 


Participation rate: For any group. the labour force expressed 
as a percentage of the civiltan population aged 15 years and 
over in the same group. 


Part-time workers: Employed persons who usually worked 
loss than 35 hours a week and who did so during the reference 
week. 


Seasonally adjusted series: A tune series of estimaics with the 
esumated cflects of normal seasonal variation removed. See 
paragraphs 28 and 29 of the Explanatory Notes for more detail. 


Status of warker: Employed persons classified by whether 
they were employers, self-employed persons, wage and salary 
eamers (cmployees), or unpaid family helpers. 


frend series: A smoothed seasonally adjusted senes of esti- 
mates. Sce paragraphs 30 to 32 of the Explanatory Notes for 
more detail. 


Cnemployed: Persons aged 15 years and over who were not 
employed during the reference weck, and: 


(a) had actively looked for full-time or parttime work 
al any time in the four weeks up to the end of the 
refcrenec week and: 


were available for work in the reference week, 
or would have been available except for tempo- 
rary illness (¢.¢. lasting for less than four weeks
